- CAP I AIN SAMPUR \N SINGH CREWAL, Indian Air 
lines C'orpoiallon 

Effective date of awaid— tilth Mur 1959 

Captain Sampuian Singh Gicwal was the Commander of 
Indian Airlines Corpoiatlon Viscount airciaft VT DIZ on a 
scheduled flight Iiom Karachi to Delhi on 27th May, 1959 
Apart from the pre monsoon clouds normal at [hat time of 
the yeai, there were no indications of any unusual weathei 
conditions enroutc. lhe ail ci aft was not fitted with sLoim 
warning ladur. 

At about 1725 hours (I ST") when the aiiaatt was ap 
proxitnatciy 150 miles from Delhi and Hying at an altitude 
of 19,000 feet it suddenly cncounteied a severe hailstorm, llic 
hailstones dented engine cowlings and piopelleis, broke open 
the skin of the leading edges of the wings and fuselage, 
damaged die control surfaces and pieited the pressurised cell 
that enclosed the pilot's cockpit and the passenger cabin, 
resulting in complete loss of pressuiisation. The impact of 
the hailstones was so great that one panel of the shatter proof 
glass of the pilot’s windscreen was knocked out while the 
other panels were rendcicd neaily opaque. Fragments of 
glass from the windscreen 'lacerated Captain Grcwal’s head and 
face causing profuse bleeding 

The damage to the aircraft and its controls and the loss 
of pressurisation, with consequent loss of oxygen to the crew 
anti passengers, produced an extremely serious situation. In 
this emeigency Captain Grcwal displayed great presence of 
mind, courage and very considerable Skill in lelainlng control 
of the aircraft, negotiating it through the storm and landing 
It safely at Palam, despite his own injuries and the cntical 
damage sustained by the airciaft. 

His outstanding performance ranks high in the annals of 
aviation and will serve as an inspiration to other pilots. 

No. SJPre»./60.— The Ptesident is pleased to approve the 
award of the ASHOKA CHAKRA, Class II, for conspicuous 
gallantry to:— 

LIEUTENANT COLONEL JAMSHED BURJORJ1 DORABJI 
(IC-4272), 5th Battalion, Assam Rifles. 

Effective date of award— 18th April 1959, 

Lt Col, J B Dorabjl (Gaihwal Rifles), Commandant, 5th 
Battalion, Assam Rifles, was ill Tawang when His Holiness 
the Dalai Lama sought asylum in Indian tcrutory in Apul 
1959. Aftei the departure of Hss Holiness from Tawang he 
visited his check posts on die international frontier to check 
security arrangements. At Chuthangmu he found that about 
BOO Tibetan and Kliampa refugees had crossed the boidei and 
almost half of them were armed with pistols, rifles, sten guns 
and some even had L M.Gs. lhe presence of this large body 
of armed refugees in the border area greatly outnumbering our 
sccunty forces posed a very delicate problem Lt Col, Dorabji 
took a patrol himself to the boidei and explained to the 
refugees that they could not proceed until mstruclions were 
received, On the following day he received orders that the 
refugees could be permitted to entei Indian territory piovid 
ed diey surrcndeicd their arms. By then the numbei had 
exceeded a thousand and he had to use the utmost firmness 
and tact to secure the peaceful suircnder of their weapons 
and their agreement to proceed in an oiderly fashion to 
1 awang. 

Having brought the situation under control in Chuthangmu, 
Lt. Col, Dorabji proceeded to Topgey (Mago) fiom where he 
had received reports that several thousand refugees had entered 
Indian territory and the situation was becoming critical as the 
refugees were demanding rations and were refusing to sur 
render their weapons. It was also reported that the refugees 
had begun harassing and looting the villagers ot Mago and 
Luguthang. As the refugees had alieady started moving to- 
wards Tawang, lt was decided that they should be disaimed 
enroutc by removing the bolts and bieech blocks of whatever 
weapons they were carrying and by confiscating their pistols 
and revolvers In the course of die next few days, Lt Col. 
Dorabji succeeded with his small force in taking nearly 700 
weapons and in sending almost 5,000 refugees in an orderly 
fashion towards 1 awang, 

It was primarily due to the Initiative, tact and firmness of 
Lt. Col. Dorabji that nearly 5,000 armed Khampa lefugees 
were able to reach Tawang without any embanassing incident. 
He showed exemplary courage and took constant personal risks 
beyond the normal call of duty in dealing with the situation.

No 50923 HAVILDAR UZIRSING GlIRUNG, 5th Batta 
lion, Assam Rifles 

Effective date of nwaid—\lth April 1959 

Havlldai Uzlrsing Guiung was one of the N.C.Os in com- 
mand of a section of Assam Rifles at Ghuthangmo, a border 
outpost in the Kameng frontier Division, on trie 17th April 
1959 when he leceived inhumation that a large group of 
appioximately 1000 Khampa and libctan refugees were ap 
proaihlng the boidei with the intention of entering India. 
At that time the decision to grant asylum to these refugees 
had not been taken Acting on his own initiative Havildar 
Uzlislng Gurung immediately proceeded to the bolder with 
a patrol. Ihcic he deployed his small foice and with com 
mendablc courage and firmness succeeded in pieventing the 
lefugees, who had already ciosseil the boidei and wcic in 
Indian territory, fiom pioceeding fuither He also succeeded 
in dlsaiming all the refugees, Havildar llzirsing Gurung’s 
coinage and initiative in this episode were in keeping with 
the highest traditions of the Assam Rifles.

On the morning of the 24th December 1956 a postal cashier 
and his assistant carrying between them two bags containing 
Rs, (19,000 were escorted from the Treasury of the New Delhi 
Head Post Office by an aimed guard consisting of one Head 
Constable and two Constables to a postal van parked in front 
of the Post Offiie The two postal officials and one of the 
Constables seated themselves inside the van, and as the Head 
Constable got into the front seat a man armed with a revol- 
ver came up and shot him dead, The bandit then went to 
the back ot the van, fired aL the occupants injuring the 
cashier and fatally wounding Ins assistant and snatched one 
ot the bags containing Rs. 39,000. The bandit ran to his 
cai and though fired at by the Constable managed to drive 
off 

Shri Mehtab Singh, Driver of the Directorate of Postal Ser 
vices Staff Car, was at the time waiting with the car outside 
the Post Office On hearing the shots and seeing the bandit 
making oft he immediately picked up the other armed Con- 
stable and set oft in pursuit. Though the gunman repeatedly 
hred at his pursuers and made desperate attempts to throw 
them off, Shri Mehtab Singh courageously continued the 
chase Eventually a shot from the Constable punctured the 
tyre of the bandit’s car and his escape was further obstructed 
by a police wireless van coining in the opposite direction. The 
bandiL finding he was cornered slioL himself The bag of 
rash he had Tooted was recovered from Ins car. 

But for the presence of mind and exemplary courage shown 
by Shri Mehtab Singh, the armed bandiL may have got away 
with a large sum of public money

Jemadar Dhanbahadur Gurung was in command of the 
border outpost at Topgey/Chuna in the Kameng Frontier 
Division in April 1959 when a large influx of approximately 
5000 Khampa and Tibetan refugees took place. Jemadar 
Dhanbahadur Gurung had under him only two sections and 
was faced with the gigantic task of controlling this mass 
ingress of refugees The situation was critical as the refugees 
after days of privation weie in a desperate mood Tncy 
demanded food and refused to be disarmed, UnpeiLurbed by 
the explosive nature of the situation. Jemadar Dhanbahadur 
Gurung with courage and tact persuaded the refugees that he 
was unable from his own meagre resources to feed them and 
eventually sutceeded in quietening them down and disarming 
a fair number of them He showed couiage, initiative and 
leadership ot a high older in this task.

In paragraph 7 (ii) of the last inspection report (Inspection 
Report for the Period from 1st April, 1955, to 31st August, 
1956), it was suggested that a register of land, building anil 
other assets should be maintainined for recording the value 
of land, and of eaih building, plant and machine, Lools, 
apparatus etc. and also their annual depreciation. 

No such register has however been r dpe'ncd as Vet. As the 
Committee has acquired various items of capital assets, land 
and buildings, costly tools and plants, of the Jute Agricultural 
Rescan h Institute at Nilgungc and Panagarh faun and at the 
Technological Research Laboratory at Tollygungc, it seems 
essential that a legister as suggested should be maintained at 
the bead office of Calcutta and a statement of assets and liabi- 
lities should also be prepared. In course of check of the 
receipts and expenditure statement, instances were found 
where wrong allocations of expenditure had been made. As 
for instance the house rent of the Director, fule Agricultural 
Research Institute, Nilgungc, had been in some months alio 
cared under the head "Pay of Officers” "Advances" and in 
biber.s under Rent and Taxes". The expenditure on the 
"Expansion Scheme” was not properly segregated since their 
receipts. Advances for travelling expenses of the Publicity 
Section were found to have been merged in the expenditure 
of "Jute Museum", As the receipts and expenditure should

A'.OIDAW E heavy KXl’FNDtTURE IN RLMITTANCE 

5. Fiom a general review of the tash book of the office of 
the Jute Agiicukinat Institute at Nilgunge is appealed that 
a considejable sum ot money say Rs. 1,500 to Rs. 3,500 
was required to be sent from the office at Nilgunge to the 
farm office aL I’anagarh every week lor paymern of wages of 
labourer and other contingent expenditure by motor transport 
covering a distance of 1 14 miles causing a heavy expenditure 
oil lost ot fuel, daily allowance of the driver and of the 
Superintendent of the fatm ox others apart from driver and 
of the Superintendent of the farm or others apart from 
wastage of a Iol of time anil the attendant risk in cai tying of 
heavy tash to a long distance. lor each trip no less an 
expenditure than Rs. 50 had to be incurred involving a Lotal 
expenditure of about Rs. 2,500 a year as the cost for 
remittance of the money. The desirability of economising this 
expenditure on lemittance, by obtaining Demand Drafts on 
the Buidwan Treasury which is milch nearer to Panagarb 
may be considered by the Committee. 

Amount recov frame from ihe Director, Jute Agricultural 
Research Institute at Nilgunge 

6. It was noticed that a house at Barrackpore had been 
hired from the 1st of October, 1952 on Rs. 250 pan. for pro- 
viding residential accommodation to the Director, Jute Agti- 
cultural Research Institute. The ComrmtLcc has been paying 
the rent of Rs. 250 p m. inclusive of all taxes and making 
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a recovery of Rs, 125 pm, (10 per rent, of the pay of the 
Director) ftotn the Director. But it appeared that no recovery 
on account of municipal and other taxes recoverable under 
the Fundamental Rule 45 A-IV (b) (ii) has been made so far 
ftoin the Director for his occupation of the house. As the 
Committee follows the Government of India mles, the muni- 
cipal and other taxes payable by Ihe Committee and included 
in the rent of Rs, 250 pan. mentioned above should be 
recovered from the Director in addition to 10 per cent, of his 
monthly emoluments. It was observed that although in terms 
of the orders of the Government of India communicated in 
thetr Ministry of food and Agriculture, Department of Agri- 
culture, letter No. F.4-55/56-Com-II, dated the 15/17th Sep- 
lempber, 1956, to the Secretary to the Committee— the payment 
of house Tent allowance to the Committee's employees at the 
Jute Agr lcultural Reseatch Institute, Nilgunj was stopped with 
effect from 1st September. 1956. The recurring expenditure 
of Rs, 125 per month towards the rent of the residence of the 
Dircctcn was nevertheless heing incurred by the Committee 
as mentioned above. This seemed to be rather a special 
concession not allowed to the other employees of the Com- 
n*ttcc working at Barrackpore. The desirability of providing 
the Director with bis residential accommodation at Nilgunj 
with a view 10 save their recurring expenditure to the Com 
miltce, may therefore be considered. The matter is brought 
to notice.

Irregular payment of sales tax 

10, It was observed that in the matter o£ constructions o£ 
10” wide boundery wall of 540' length at the Technological 
Research Laboratories at Tollygunge there was no mention 
of sales lax in the quotation of the successful tenderer nor was 
there any reference of sales tax in the letter of acceptances 
of the Director. Despite the above fact the following pay- 
ment was made to the contractor,—

As there was no specific provision for payment of sales tax 
either in the tender or in Lhe letter of acceptance — vide No. 
160/57 dated, 11th January, 1057— the payment of Sales tax of 
Rs. 176-0-6 was irregular and should, therefore, be recovered 
from the contractor. It was stated by the Director that the 
sales tax was an item payable under law. In the absence of 
any provision in the tender or in the letter of acceptance as 
stated above the tax should be borne by the contractor. 

Rent and electricity charges recoverable 

11. It come to notice in course of audit that the canteen 
at the Technological Research Laboratory at Tollygunge was 
being run by an outsider. No rent for the rooms occupied, 
by him or the charges for electricity consumed for running the 
canteen was however recovered from the party. Steps should 
be taken Lo realise the rent, electricity charges and Govern- 
ment duty thereon from the date of the starting of the 
canteen run by the party. 

Private use of office cars at a nominal rate 

12. (1) 'flic local Sub-Committee of the Indian Central Jute 
Committee at its meeting held on the 14th March, 1957 
decided intemlia that a nominal charge of one anna per trip 
should be levied from the members of the staff of the Jute 
Agricultural Research Institute at Nilgunj for the conveyance 
from Barrackpore and back. An examination of the log books 
of the vehicles— one pick up van and another station wagon 
showed that about 66 per cent, of the mileage recorded in 
the log books was for carriage of the staff from the Tailway 
gate ( i.e . from residences) to the office and back on week days 
as also on some Sundays. If out of the total expenditure of 
Rs. 11,941-15-0 (excluding the drivers wages and depreciation 
of the vehicles) about two-third of the mileage be taken to be 
covered by runs for carriage of the staff from the railway 
gate to office and' back, on the above proportion, the cost 
recoverable from the staff would only he too small u> com- 
peniaie for the actual cost of maintenances of the cars and 


the result would be a recurring loss of a considerable amount 
lo the Committee every year. There was no condition In the 
lerms of appointment of the employees concerned that they 
would he provided with office cars at the nominal raLe. The 
principle therefore of allowing the Committee's staff the 1 on- 
cession of such a nominal charge for the private use of office 
cars would seem to be opposed to the principle followed by 
Government with regard to their own employees. The matter 
is brought to the notice of the Government for consideration 
and orders. 

(ii) A Tcvicw of the log books of the vehicles further 
revealed that the purpose of journeys had been recorded in 
some cases as 'Duty" or "Official Duty” without Indicating 
the nature ol duty performed.

The purpose of the journey as recorded should be more 
explicit. 


Muster roles of labourers. 

13. It appeared from a scrutiny of the muster rolls of the 
labourers engaged by the Superintendent of the Nucleus Jute 
Seed Multiplications farm at Panagarh that the mustering of 
labourers, preparations of muster rolls and also the payments 
to and identification of the thumb impressions of the labourers 
when payment was made, had been conducted by a single 
officer viz. the laini Superintendent. There was hardly any 
Indications showing any check by the Director except on the 
occasion while passing the bills for payment. It was stated 
by the Director that it was not possible to arrange payment 
of wages of labourers under direeL supervision of the Director 
As regards the expenditure under construction of roads and 
drams for the farm the output of work was as shown bclow-

Therc was no measurement book for reference showing the 
plot where the work was undertaken and the total lengths 
and width of the road and lengths, bredtli and depth of the 
drains. In the absence of all those details it was hardly 
possible for audit lo be satisfied about the correctness of the 
payments, The control over labour payments— weekly 
average of wjiich runs between Rs. 1,500 & Rs. 2 000 should 
be tightened up and proper records maintained therefor.
